Of great interest to the Directors was. 
the report on a memorandum made to Nowton 
Be Drury, Director of the National Park 
Service, on the Kings Canyon Road. Tha 
observations and recommendations are so 
wéil thought out and so sound that itis 
hoped that the memorandum, or at least 
pasts of it, may in time be pubiished in 
the Sicrra Club Bulletin, The study was 
made by Frederick Law Olmsted, during a 
speGial trip into the Kings River Canyon 
last October, and embodies recomncndations 
which take ascount of topography, public 
demand, and the present status of the (re- 
contly oxtended) road. 

In discussing the probabilities of the 
extersion of a road over Kearsarge Pass, 
the Direstors were relieved to hear that 
both State and Federal road-building age 
encies are very mucn opposed to a Kear- 
serge highway, as technical and engineer= 
ing diffisultics would be too gr¢ate 

Poetwor Trail Work Discussed 

Major Ae O. Tomlinson, Regional Direct- 
or for the National Parks, told of plans 
already made for work on trails in the 
Sierrae Outlines have aircady been pre 
parcd for maintenance and repair work on 
Netional Park trails which would absorb 
a great deal of manpower on short notice 
if a sudden employment demand is made. 
Major Tomlinson assured the Directors 
that studies made recently show no need 
for new trails--in fact, some existing 
trails are probably to be abandoned in 
regions where other construction has 
duplicated their service-<and that any 
proposal for new trails will have to une 
dergo very careful scrut= (conte pe 2)

From womewhere with a San Francisco APO 
number comes this protest against furth- 
er road building in the Sierra. Ina 
letter to Oliver Kehrlein, the writer 
first recalls himself as the 1936 High 
Tripper (then aged about 17) who broke 
the Club's hot-cake-eating record with a 
score of 52, then goes on to say: 
“Having just received the June issue 
of the SCB, I was most disgusted, as well 
as worried, over the news of the planning 
of a road over Kearsarge Pass. 
"y have often wondered for what possible 
reason this project has been proposed. 
It certainly could not involve the idea 
of making for faster communication and 
transpertation between the east and west 


sides of the Sierra-=the argument for 


that would be terribly weak. The only 
other reason I can see is the conveni- 
ence of the 'Gas- Pena HARRY Mountain 
av eRS and Tourists 

"Yes, L am a BT he Californian, and 


our state should be shown to our tourists, 


Se 
but to spoil our few remaining wilderness 


areas for this purpose is entirely unnec- 
cessary. To the majority of these so- 
called lovers of mountains, this new 
route would be just another wey over, 
and I believe that Kearsarge Pass would 
experience the same fate as Sonora, hit 
Carson, and Ebbetts Passes--especially 
the last. Ebbetts Pass is to me a typ- 
ical example of how pecple “utilize” 
such roads when wilderness is opened to 
"scenery lovers." Of many people I 
talked to back home, I met only one who 
had actually driven over Ebbetts Pass, 
and a mere half dozen who had even. 
heard of it. I'm certain that a traffic 
check during the summer months would 
show a Kevy. small number of cars crossing 
Ebbetts Pass (or Carson Pass). It seems 
to me that if peorle are he anxLous to 
see the back country via “gas monsters," 
then surely Ebbetts Pass would have a 
constant flew of traffic. 

"In short, it is my belief we should 
publicize the beauty of numerous prace 
tically abandoned scenic. roads, as well 
as point out the mistake in building a 
highway as proposed over the hearsarge 
Pess. Lack of infcrmation about these 
roads is a mistake that can be corrected, 
but a road over Kearsarge Pass would 
spell disaster for the forests, wild life, 


and wilderness areae-a mistake that could 


never be corrected. Tourists sc anxious 
for mountain beauty should travel exist- 
ing roads before moving to destroy one 
of-our last true wilderness areas."
